THE LECTURE MOVEMENT. 

The meeting on SuUirdny night benra onl 
fully wlmt \vu tuid u few dayi since with re. 
gard to public opinion on the above question 
Mr. Miielie has betn otidoraid by Victorian 
Bontiment at a public mealing. The rever- 
end gentl iman'8 aanaihuita were amongst 
the assemblage, but their sentiments were 
not forthcoming, and the opportunity of op- 
posing the gentleman lairly was allowed to 
slip away. Perhaps, having had a fresh pe 
rusil of t Iio provetbial Baying* (if the Ixru'jl 
itish King, these gentlemen have eonoluded 
lo bIiow tho wisdom of their heads by the 
closeness of their mouths. We are not dis- 
posed to lake very grave exception to this 
new position they have assumed. On the 
contrary, we are willing to appreciate thflii 
motives and give thera credit for au amount 
of discretion we had certainly, from theii 
previous efforts, not expected to find. His 
Excellency will, however, see how gros.-ly 
ho tins been deceived on this matter, and bow 
nenrly he has been induced to commit un- 
willingly a grave injustice on the eve of his 
retirement. 

According to Mr. Macfie'u statement at the 
meeling, it wae at tho Governor's own request 
that he had placed himself so prominently 
beloto the public in connection with the lec- 
ture scheme. His Excellency wished to give 
to the movement all ibe prat ige ol Govern- 
ment support und all tho benefit of Govern- 
ment patronage. Acting, therefore, on the 
gO;id faith ol the Executive, the reverend gen- 
tleman and his friends bestirred themselves so 
energe ically, Ibat when tho question came 
before the Assembly for discussion there was 
a perfect unanimity in voting the amount re- 
quired. This vote, however, was only ns 
sented to by a majority in the Hjuse, on the 
implied belief that the appointment of lec- 
turer would be conferred on Mr. MacBe, 
That gentleman, a few days since, visilod 
tho Governor in reference lo the promised 
appointment; but to his astonishment, was 
told by His Excellency that owing to opin- 
io! s that had been expressed to him, he did 
not feel wurranted in sending him to Eng- 
land. 

Now, we feel that Sir James Douglas 
would not lend himself knowingly to the tn >« 
ctiiiiRiiuns of a few disappointed men, whos* 
opinions, or rather feelings, on this matter aio 
totally at vurianco with public sentiment. — 
Some gravo deception, without doubt, has 
been practised on His Excellency; tor on no 
otb ir ground can we lor one moment imagine 
a gentleman, in the Governor's position, after 
leading Mr. Macfia to expect the appoint- 
ment, und after witnessing the unanimous ef- 
forts of the members ol the Assembly lo give 
effect to his own wishes as well as thoso ol 
the people, refusiog at the clevonth Lour to 
carry out his implied promise, and ibe feel- 
ings of the inhabitants.

of papular feeling in a small community as 
either of the above more potent estates, wo 
have the public voice at a public meeting, do- 
daring, without dissent, in favor of the move- 
ment und lite man. Against such a combin- 
ation of feeling, no discreet Governor, wc feel 
assured, would place himself. His Excellency 
Will indeed bt sadly advised, if, alter all the 
good feeling which bus been courteously shown 
him on his reiiiement, be runs counter to the 
well onderslood wishes of the inbabilants on 
this put'lic question.

feel convinced that when the matter is fairly | 
laid before His Excellency, Mr. Maelie will i 
have no reason to complain of the result. The

We anticipate no obstruction to the 
passage of this measure through tho two 
house?; it is one ot practical utility, is simple 
in its operation, and has apparently been 
fiamed with great care, Vliere can be no 
doubt that tho owneis ol property with do- 
feclive tides will have good reason to welcome 
the introduction or adaptation of such un Act 
to our statute books.

Wc hive received a letter from Williams 
Creek dated February 24th, containing intol- 
ligcnco of a Btartlinff nature, bill inasmuch 
as tho information connoyou is nt variance 
with loiters from our special correspondent 
and tho reports of miners and others who 
have recently returned from Cariboo, wc do 
not feel onrsolvcs juslifivti, until confirma- 
tion shall have been received, in mnkir.a the 
announcements it contain.^ public. When 
we state tli;>t ainoni; other items ol news it 
is asserted n* an indabilablo fact that one ul 
tho companies now working oh the Creek 
had on that day, February 24th, taken out 
u piecu of quartz weighing 33 pounds which 
cniiluiueil 32 pounds weigh t of fold ! (about 
86 .41)0), the public will, wo feel salii-li'-'d, 
coincide in the wisdom ol avoiding any tm- 
dus excitement by withholding further parti 
calari for tho present. 

IMMIQR^Tl^N^IASS^MBBTrNG. 

In neenrdance with a requisition to the 
Mayor, signed by a large numbor nf our mosi 
respeclablo citizens, a mooting was held in 
the Lyceum Hall on Saturday night, for tin 
purpose of considering the bjst means o' 
rendering tho proposed visit of Mr. Macfw o. 
the greatest benefit to tho colony. The large 
hall was crowded by a numerous and atten- 
tive audience, representing all classes of the 
community, ond including several rnembors 
of tho JJousa of Assembly, clergymen, ko. 
In tho unavoidable absence of the Mayor, 
James Duucan, Esq., M. P., was called to 
the chair, and proceeded to rond a letter from 
Mayor Harris, apologising for his enforced 
absence-, owing to an attack of illness, and 
expressing his entiro sympathy with tho in- 
tention of the meeting and his hearty ap- 
proval of the appointment of '.ho Jiov. M. 
Macfie nsan immigration lecturer in England. 
After alluding to the sum voted in aid of 
irmnici'aliun by tlia Legislative Assembly, and 
to the urgent necessity of proper and reliable 
information in regard to liiis colony being 
disseminated in tlin mother country, which he 
believed Mr. Mitotic woll ablo to undertake, 
the chairmun called on Mr. McMillan, who 
proposed thn following resolution : 

Resolved, That Mr. Macfie be requested lo 
lay before this meeting his views on the re- 
sources nf the Island, accompanied with an 
opinion upon tha classes of people to whom 
this colony offers a desirable field for immi- 
gration. 

The moror said he was nol there to say 
whelher Mr. Macfie was tho proper person to 
send homo as a lecturer or not ; he would be 
better able to tell that when he had heard 
him address the meeting. As to the impor- 
tance of encouraging immigration to the col- 
ony, there could not be two opinions on the 
subject. Tho House of Assembly had set 
apart a sum of money for Ibrit purpose— far 
too small, no doubt, but alill a gentleman had 
been found who •.< as prepared to uccept ths> 
limited amount offered, and ho believed tho 
greatest benefit might result from a proper 
dissemination of knowledge in regard to the 
various resource! of the country. 

Mr. Fell seconded the resolution. He was 
not there to make a speech, but he must say 
a fen words as to the prospects auJ require- 
ments of the colony. He had met with a 
Creat many croakers here. 

A Vuioe— Your ato nol quite froo from 
croaking yourself! [Laughter J 

Mr. Fell— Well! if I hnvo croaked it was 
caused by the faults of others, not my own. 
(LnuglUer) He had been led here by false 



passengers {or the profit resulting therefrom, 
without curing whether the immigrant's were 
suitablu for the colony. Tho tiilonr.iiii.in 
now laid before the English public, 
through Ihe tedium of their friends 
who "hnd come out hero, nnd through 
accasionul visitors wns i>o conflieling in 
its nature an to leave them in a stalu of inde- 
cision as to the merits of the country. This 
colony was the only ono which wna not re* 
presented among tho teeming population of 
the old country; it was a difficult one lo reach 
and therefore uvery facility and information 
should ho laid before intending immigrants. 
Other colonies have I genU.oftan highly paid, 
travelling through Europe urging the ndynii- 
tau'us pi their respeollvo countries ,but British 
Columbia und Vancouver Island, concerning 
which the Iintisli public are so anxious to 
obtain iniorniation.were totally unrepresented. 
I'lm efforts of tho Rt, Ilov. prelate now at 
home were doubtless very laudable, but his 
mission was entirely a religious one; and not- 
withstanding t le mean und contemptible im- 
putations made against him [Mr. Macfie] by 
his clerical brethren.be woiila say that should 
he go to England on this mission, not a single 
ivord should issue from his lips on the plat- 
form of a denominational character [great 
applause]. It had been stated by some or 
ho opponents of tho scheme that he 
ivould encourago unsuitable immigration. 
Ho would be far from encouraging the 
coming to thi3 comilry of such classes ns 
prodigal sous, broken-down swells. [laughter] 
well-moaning but unsuitable elerks and such 
like. A voice— Bully for you ! [Groat laugh- 
ter.] It would bo ins aim to encourage the 
formation of asmciations whoso field of 
chelations would be in Ibis country; to en- 
courage respoctable handicraftsmen and me- 
chanics, not telling them, however, that tbey 
could make a rapid fortune — Hint they could 
pick up gold'on tbostioets.or rnnltc SlO porday 
as wages, bat they should bo told that 
by 7 or 8 years of steady labor tho balance of 
their books would show a handsome profit in 
their favor. Another olass— that of farm 
laborers — wa.3 very much needed in this 
country, nnd although we might not be ablo 
to obtain the assistance of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment in sending them out, there were 
many bonevolent persons in England only 
looking for n channul Into which to direct 
their means, nnd by their aid many farm 
laborers might bo sent out by moans of " ns 
Kisted pussages," Last but not least, ho 
would refer to a subject now rather hack- 
neyed, both tilth's House nod out of ft —

PARTICTJLA.IIS OF THE DEATH OP 
DONALD MONRO. 

[From thn Columbian.] 

Having a ihott time ago received a letter 
from Gcorgo lMunra requesting further par- 
ticulars concerning the death of his brother, 
and having invited parties acquainted with 
tho ciieumstances to communiunto with us, 
we have just received the following Icttor from 
Williams Crfek : — 

Richfiri.i). Cariboo, Fob. 23rd, 18G4. 
To tho Editor of the British Columbian, 

Sin, — The following are tho particulars in 
regard to the doath of the late Donald Muuro 
given to mo by Sim Shivoly, who was one of 
the party who found his body, and who.read- 
ing ihe article in your pnper, lequested me lo 
give you the particulars, which are as billows : 
In Juua last, while returning from a prospect- 
ing tour, they stopped to cook dinner, and 
Shivoly, while •auntcring along the tivor dis- 
covered a flag banging to a polo on tho bank, 
and on inspecting it he found the body ol Iho 
poor man under a iron, a short d'stanco from 
the flag, and a short distance from him, his 
tin cup bottom upwards, with tho following 
insciiption scratched with a sail needle : 1 

" Donald Monro in the woods, lost June 
18C3, is from Inverness Town, Scotland, born 
Juno, 1S25." Shivelysays from ths appear- 
ance of the body bo must have been dead 
about ton days. They rolled him up in his 
blankets and dug a grave and buried him, en- 
closing it with sticks around it, and put a 
cross to his head. They found no papers, only 
a shirt, new pints, sowing palm and needle ; 
not an ounce ol lood. Near where he lay, the 
poor man had stripped tho bark from a tree,ns 
tho last resort to sustain hie. Shivoly says 
he thinks ho must have been conscious to the 
last. His tin cup he placed on n small stick 
behind his head, close to the tree, nnd iu a 
way to prevont the weather having any elleut 
on ths cup. These nre all Ibe particulars 
regarding bis death and burial. Trusting 
this information will lighten the sorrows of
